Three Families Were Made III 
By Eating It. 


BOUGHT IT FROM A PEDDLER 


The Or« . Cole Were Called, and Today 
All of the Patients Are Out 
of Danger. 


Three families living on East Fifth 
etpeet, east of the M., K. & T. tracks, 
were made violently ill y esterday af­ 
ternoon and last evening by eating 
meat that is said to have been tainted, 
and which is alleged to have been pur­ 
chased from an unknown person who 
was peddling It from a wagon. 
Mr. J. E. Stacey , who resides at 
1414 East Fifth street, his wife and 
son were seized with vomiting shortly 
after partaking of the evening meal, 
at which the meat was eaten, and for 
a time their condition was critical. 
The wife of Mr. Seabrook, a neigh­ 
bor of the Stacey s, was also taken 
suddenly and dangerously ill, as were 
members of Mr. Sutherland’s family , 
who live in the same portion of the 
city . 
The two Drs. Cole were summoned 
to wait upon the three families, and 
late last night all were reported out 
of danger. 
The peddling of diseased meat is a 
crime that should call for the severest 
punishment possible, and if the party 
who sold it to the above mentioned 
families did so with the knowledge 
that it was tainted an example should 
be made of him that would go a long 
way in preventing others from follow­ 
ing his footsteps.

Several hundred thousands of young 
mackerel wandered from the Grand 
! Banks 
of 
Newfoundland 
and 
got 
stranded here Wednesday, says the 
New York World. The fast receding 
tide, b lown out b y a stiff so'west wind, 
left schools of the shiny, tender fish 
high and nearly dry in the little pools 
land swampy land around the inlet 
b elow Pelham 
b ay. 
In the Bronx 
were enough fish to feed it for a 
month. 
And it got the fish gratis; 
had only to scoop It up. 
It was full moon Wednesday, and 
the tide in the inlet was very high in 
the morning. Ab out 10 o'clock it b e­ 
gan to eb b and in twenty minutes it 
feil two or three feet, so that many 
pools, half hidden in tall grass, had 
no more than an inch of water left In 
hem. 
One hundred 
workmen are 
b uilding a b ridge across the inlet for 
he Pelham Bay and City Island rail­ 
road, a b ranch of the New Haven 
road. After the tide fell so fast, some 
of the workmen, looking down from 
the b ridge, saw the swampy ground 
glittering like the spangled gown of 
milady who waltzes. 
The innocent fish from the New­ 
foundland b anks had not b een quick 
enough to get out of New York when 
they could on the fast eb b ing tide. 
Twisting, turning, flopping, shining in 
the sun, innumerab le fish from seven 
to eight inches long, were struggling 
to escape from the shallow pools and 
b anks in the diminutive b ays there­ 
ab outs. 
Running dowm the workmen easily 
and quickly caught more fish than they 
could ca rry. 
One of them, George C. 
Doyle, who know’s as much ab out fish 
as did Izaak Walton, said: 
“Every four or five years this hap­ 
pens somewhere 
far 
south of the 
b anks. Little schools of fish get lost 
from the great schools that the New­ 
foundland fishermen go after and they 
come ashore somewhere. These young 
mackerel are fine; nearly all their 
flesh is white.”

pans; small 
b oys weighted themselves down with 
the helpless prey and ran home to b e 
joyously welcomed.
